Blood Supply 
Runs Short

Hospitals throughout Texas are running critically short of 
blood supplies and in Houston, the location of m any of the 
country’s most im portant m edical centers, is facing a 
shortage of all kinds of medical supplies—from surgical 
equipment to bedpans. 
“ We are experiencing a (bloodshortage through the whole 
country,” a staff m em ber at die Dallas Office of the 
American Association of Blood Banks Clearing House said 
Wednesday. 
“ Many hospitals in this area are running dangerously low 
on blood,” said Dr. George Alexander, president of the 
H arris County Medical Society in Houston. 
“ We are quite short of all types of blood,” said Dr. Nor­ 
wood Hill, head of the W’adley Blood Bank in Dallas. 
“ We are still critically low,” said Richard Wilson, blood 
donor director at Fort Worth’s C arter Blood Center. “ We 
haven’t had to postpone any surgery, but we have come 
close.” 
The M emorial Medical Center in Corpus Christi said it did 
not have enough blood supplies to m eet its surgery schedule. 
Elsewhere in the city, hospitals postponed all operations 
except those explicitly ordered by attending physicians. 
Other areas of the state are having blood shortage 
problem s, but they have not yet reached the critical stage. 
In Houston, the shortages are not only in blood Officials 
say they an: running out of sheets, bed pans, wash basins, 
w ater pitchers, plastic pillow covers, paper products, im 
ported surgical equipment and wood products 
“We are not out of anything yet but it sure m akes us un 
com fortable,” said Calvin Kyles, assistant adm inistrator at

said they are still confused.

“ I did the best I could. I 
just asked around and tried 
to come up with a figure,” he 
said. “ I guess I’m pretty 
well in line.” 
A gallon of gas at Cam p­ 
bell’s station will cost a 
custom er from 45 to 49 cents, 
depending on whether he 
needs a low or high grade of 
fuel.
